TWIN FALLS - Customers at Wanda’s 
Signature Bar did more than relax with 
their drinks Thursday night. They res- 
cued Wanda. 

An irate man wielding a 16-gauge 
pump shotgun entered the Twin Falls bar 
around 10 p.m.. according to the affidavit 
of Twin Falls police officer Chris 
Fullmer. The man demanded everyone 
leave the bar but the owner - his wife, 
Wanda Clark. 

Wanda Clark said the music was blar- 
ing when her husband. Vcrlyn Clark, 
walked in the door, but she dearly heard 


him pump the shotgun once. Then she 
veiled for help. 

“I screamed for Luper.” Wanda Clark 
said. “He’s been in the war and knows 
how to handle guns.*” 

Luper. one of the Signature’s regular 
customers, wrestled the gun away from 
Verlyn while another man took awav her 
husband’s keys, Wanda Clark said. A fe- 
male customer directed her to flee out 
the back door to the safety of a neigh- 
bor’s home. 

When police arrived at the scene at 
10:30 p.m., the bar room vigilantes had 
Verlyn Clark, unarmed, outside of the 
bar, said the affidavit. 


Wanda Clark says her customers saved 
her life. 

“The people who wfalk in my doors are 
the greatest people in the world." Wanda 
Clark said. “I’d do anything for them. 
They’re my family.” 

Two weeks before the incident. Wanda 
Clark said she. signed a restraining order 
to prevent her husbaitd from having any 
contact with her.

New speed 
li m i ts really 
are the limit

TWIN FALLS - Drivers w.mtmg to 
push the newly increased spe^d’ limits In 
1 or 2. mph better keep their pocket- ’ 
books handy, according to state law en- 
forcement officers 

During the first 15 days . .f increased 
speed limits, police issued about 400 ci- 
tations and 380 verbal warnings lor 
speeding on the interstate in the Twin 
Falls District, said Sgt. David Cordova of 
the Idaho Slate Police. That’s more than 
norm ah said Cordova, and some of those 
citations were issued for speeds just 1 
mph above the speed limit. 

“We re trying to get a handle on this 
before people start cheating.” said Cor- 
dova. The zero-tolerance policy is not 
nos-, but it is being emphasized because 
of the higher-speeds. 

The Legislature passed a law earlier 
this year to sjK-ed up travel on many Ida- 
ho roads. A new limit of 75 mph went 
into effect Mayl for most of the state’s 
570-mile interstate system. 

The new speed limits represent the 
maximum safe speed of travel and any- 
thing above that violates the law, accord- 
ing to district traffic engineer George 
Oberle. 

“It’s not up to (the police) to provide a 
cushion,” said Oberle. 

Oberle added that strict law enforce- 
ment combined with the actions of the 
driving public should prevent fudging of 
the speed limits. 

“We have put up a speed that mo- 
torists have shown is the maximum 
speed they’ll drive," said Oberle. “Now 
that they have that speed, they probably 
won’t change." 

Nationally, less than half - 43 percent 
- of all drivers say they obey the speed 
limit, according to a study released Fri- 
. day by Prevention Magazine and rejvn- 
ed by Knight-Ridder newspapers. 

And the percentage of drivers who ig- 
nore speed limits is higher todav - 57 
percent - than just five years ago - 52 
percent. 


Quick loans come easy, but may be hard to repay

TWIN FALLS - It was so easy. 

All Tammy O’Dell had to do was write 
out a check for S170 on her depicted 
bank account and walk away with 5150 
cash to help pay off her rent and the loan 
on her 1985 Buick. 

O’Dell, a single mother of two, was in a 
bind because her child-support check 
hod failed to arrive and because cus- 
tomers of her day-care business had re- 
neged on their payments. She had gotten 
food stamps for her family. But there 
were other bills to pay. 

So she went to Payday Loans, where 
workers made sure she was employed 
and had a valid checking account. Then 
they gave her a short-term loon with the 
understanding they would cash her 
check on payday. She got instant cash. 
They got $20.

Then she had to ask for 
her second extension on the current one. 
which tacked on another $40 to the ini 
tial fee. 

By the time O’Dell will be done paving, 
she "-ill have paid $60 on her SI 50 loan. 

"I think it’s fair," she said, “until vou 
have to extend it.” 

In the past couple of years, quick-loan 
businesses have thrown open their doors 
all across Idaho. Since September, three 
have opened in Twin Falls. In Idaho, the 
number shot from three in 1994 to 26' 
now, said Tom Abel, consumer credit su- 
pervisor for the state Department of Fi- 
nance. 

Business operators and some cus- 
tomers say they fill a valuable niche in 
the community, by granting loans too 
small for banks and getting quick cash to 
people with unforeseen expenses.

Clinton, Dole unleash negative ads this weekend

WASHINGTON — The Clinton and 
Dole camps are launching personal TV 
attack ads over the Memorial Day work- 
ed in the latest sign that the presiden- 
tial campaign is turning nasty in record 
time. 

The newest negative ads come one 
day ufter President Clinton and G'OE ri- 
val Bob Dole engaged in their one-on- 
- . . QMbm tit a vcr parual -birth abortions. — 

A Washington Post-ABC News poll re- 


leased Friday gave Clinton a 22-point 
lead over Dole, 57 percent to 35 per- 
cent, with the president’s approval rat- 
ing at 58 percent — his highest in more 
than two years. 

According to the survey, voters care 
less about “highest personal character," 
seen as Clinton’s weak point.’ than the 
ability to understand “the problems of 
people like you" — by a margin of 77 
percent to 22 percent. 

“This- lauipaigu i uruCd - very nasty 
and very ugly very quickly once the Re- 


publicans became desperate about their 
situation," White House press secretary 
Mike McCurry said. 

In its TV spot titled “Stripes," the Re- 
publican National Committee took aim 
at Clinton’s legal efforts to postpone a 
sexual harassment suit again him. The 
president’s lawyers, pointing to his duty 
as commander in chief, dted a 1940 law 
that protects active-duty military per- 
sonnel from ri vjl suits 

"Bill Clinton, he’s really something." 
the ad says. “He’s now trying to avoid a 


sexual harassment lawsuit claiming he 
is on active military duty." 

The ad shows the president playing 
B°H^iPKRhtg, holding a dead duck after " 
hunting and bicycling, and the narrator 
asks, “Active duty?" 

McCurry called the ad “a cheap 
shot." In its spot, the Clin ton campaign 
targets Dole’s decision to leave the Sen- 
ate.

Idaho weather summary 

The National Weather Service reported a weak upper- 
level disturbance moved through central and southern 
Idaho into Nevada Friday. Morning clouds gave way to 
partly sunny conditions and mostly sunny skies for south- 
ern and central Idaho. 


Severe thunderstorms rumbled Through the Midwest 
and Ohio on Friday, and it rained in the desert South- 
Vest. It was dear to partly doudy in New England and 
hot and dry in the Southeast. 

Strong thunderstorms extended from eastern Iowa 
into northern Illinois, Indiana, and into central Ohio. A 
few isolated severe storms erupted in the morning at the 
W'cst Virginia- Virginia line, dropping half-inch hail near 
the town of Hurricane, W.Va, in the southwestern part 
of the state. 

A strong low pressure system across the desert South- 
west brought unseasonable rain showers from Las Vegas 
into Southern California. The rain was accompanied by 
wind gusting to 30 mph. 

Scattered showers also fell across the Great Basin of 
Nevada and western Utah, and snow was possible in 


higher elevations. Scattered thunderstorms also were ex- 
ported in northeastern Colorado. 


PEA SOU? 

*T»s the season for fog — sometimes referred to as 
“pea soup.” Actually, the “pea soup" description of fog 
comes from England. Before industries began filtering 
polluted air in the 1960s, London had a terrible smog 
problem. Smog is smoke and fog mixed. 

On some days, factories that used coal for fires emit- 
ted a greenish smoke, which colored the smog the color 
of pea soup — thus the term. 

The worst incident of pea-soup fog occurred there in 
December 1952. The green cloud was so toxic that 4,000 
people died from complications attributed to the pollut- 
ed air.'

Continued from A1 
commission and Batt, accepted the 
governor’s decision. '

But, Batt added, *1 hope that her 
anguish ends or is at least alleviat- 
ed by the fact that there is no pos- 
sibility for Mr. Paradis to be re- 
leased from prison.” 

The governor’s decision ended a 
week he has devoted almost exclu- 
sively to the clemency appeal. And 
after meeting with both sides and 
several of the parole Itoard mem- 
bers, Batt said he began leaning to- 
ward clemency Thursday night, 

T hen Friday morning. Camille 
Tillinghasi, the parole Itoard mem- 
ber who engineered the 3-2 majori- 
ty that recommended clemency, 
told the governor in a 40-minute 
meeting that there was just too 
much uncertainty to justify execu- 
tion. “I told him my bottom line 
here was there are too many unan- 
swered questions that can’t be an- 
swered," Tillinghast said. “Just 
the fact that there are still unan- 
swered questions among profes- 
sionals, ... we can’t take a man's 
life and live with that. What if 
we're wrong?" 

When the commission made its 
recommendation last week, 

- Deputy Attorney General Lynn 
Thomas called it inconceivable 
that 15 veal's of court rulings 
against Paradis could be ignored. 

On Friday, Thomas’ boss. Attor- 
ney General Alan I^mce, was con- 
ciliatory. The governor, Lance 
said, “has carefully reviewed the 
case and accepted the recommen- 
dations. ... It was one of thetough- 
est decisions our governor has yet 
had to make." 

Paradis, 47, maintained that

Palmer was strangled not in Idaho 
L . but in his rented Spokane, Wash., 
house along with her boyfriend 
, Scott Currier and that he was not 
t there when either died. He 
• claimed his only crime was helping 
l dump the two bodies near Post 
Falls so he would ,not .have to ex- 
plain them to police, 
r But prosecutors have contended 
, for 1 5 years that Currier was killed 
’ in Spokane and Palmer was mur- 
' dered near Post Falls, where Par- 
adis, Thomas Henry Gibson and 
, Larry Evans decided to dump the 
bodies. Gibson, 44, Is also fighting 
execution for Palmer’s murder. 
Both he and Paradis were acquit- 
ted of murdering Currier in Wash- 
ington. 

1 During last week’s clemency 
I hearing, however, experts for both 
I sides assessed medical and foren- 
sic evidence in a way that left the 
commission majority convinced 
that Palmer was not killed near 
Post Falls as prosecutors argued. 

Batt said he did not agree with 
that conclusion, leaning more to 
the prosecution’s theory of the 
murder. “However, as I men- 
tioned, if there is the slightest 
doubt. Pm reluctant to have a man 
executed. I believe very firmly in 
the death penalty, and the people 
will have to draw their own conclu- 
sions. 1 was called upon to make 
this decision. I made it to' the best 
of my ability, and I will abide by 
whatever criticism I get on it.” 

He specifically cited some of the 
same evidence the commission 
majority did in supporting his de- 
cision. 

T illinghast, a former professor 
at Boise State University, called 
Paradis', case unique compared to 
the 19 other murderers on Idaho's 
Death Row. She would not even 
consider granting a clemency hear-' 
ing to any of the others, let alone 
recommending clemency after- 
ward, she said. 

Idaho has executed only 12 men 
, since statehood. The lust, and only- 
one who wanted to be killed, was 
Keith Eugene Wells, who died by 
lethal injection on Jan. 6. 1994.

“We have had people come in 
and thank God that we were 
here,-” said radio personality Kelly 
Klaus, co-owner of Payday Ltxins. 

But the industry bothers a credit 
counselor and a Twin Falls city 
councilman.

Councilman Lance Clow com- 
pared it to the time banks began 
charging 520 set-up fees 'Tor large 
It wns. 

“Even the loan officers were re- 
luctant to charge the fees because 
they thought they were gouging." 
he said. 

A S20 fee on a 5150 advance for 
a maximum of 17 days would cal- 
culate into a 286 annual percent 
rate, he said. Credit cards charge 
about 10 to 20 jjercent. 

Klaas said he gets all kinds of 
cust timers, including school teach- 
ers who only get paid once a 
mouth, bank tellers and lawyers. 

_ Some, like Ali Gray of Twin 
Falls, use them just once. Gray 
needed a quick, one-time loan to 
pay off her credit cards before 
traveling in June. 

And some, like Kathy Jones of 
Twin Falls; rely on them when 
things go wrong. When Jones’ 
wash machine quit, and when the 
starter on her car broke, she was 
able to pull through with quick 
loans. 

“They’re really nice in there," 
she said. “They don't make you 
feel like you’re the scum of the 
earth." 

But the companies also draw in 
the working poor, single mothers, 
the elderly on fixed incomes or 
young families struggling to pav 
tlu,* bills. f 

Candy Storm, of Jerome, used 
them ti» txirrow cash for gas duwn 
to Jackpot and food for her son 

_ _TT*Timo*-\c«» 
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during a work meeting at Cactus 
Pete’s. 

“I’m a server at Cactus Pete’s, so 
1 usually have cash, but I’ve had 
two days off," she said. 

Before the advent of quick 
loans, she and her husband lived 
off their paychecks. But she has 
gone to Payday Loans four times 
in the last four months. 

Her husband doesn’t like it. 
“Because of the rest of the bills, 
it’s hard to pay back,” she said. "It 
helps when it’s there but when you 
think about it, it’s like gambling. 
You’re stuck with it." 

Dennis Bassford. owner of the 
three-month-old Check-X-Change 
. next to Waremart, defended his 
Seattle-based business. His busi- 
ness isn’t responsible if people get 
deeper into dtibt by borrowing 
money from it. he said. 

"I don’t think it encourages it at 
all," he said. “Is there a possibility 
of someone doing that? Yes." 

Opening a quick loan company 
is fairly simple, Abel said. All it re- 
quires at the state level is an easily 
obtained license, a public notice, a 
30-day comment period and a min- 
imum of S30.000 in lcndable mon- 
ey. 

But their instant popularity 
could turn them into a “hula 
hoop” business, he said, one that 
will fade away as inexperienced 
lenders fail at it. This year, four 
lenders did not renew their licens- 
es. 

Customers know what they’re 
getting into when they take out 
money. Clow said, but, “I think 
that the individual who are taking 
advantage of it don’t fully under- 
stand the implication of the cost. 
Maybe it’s too easy a way to get 
money." 

O’Dell, who used to raise quick 
cash by digging worms at night, 
apeed that the quick loan compa- 
nies are too convenient. 

“It’s addicting, because you 
know if all else fails you can go in 
there and borrow -51 SO from 
them," she' said. “But I’m going to 
try to avoid that, once this other 
loan is paid.”

— A year of scandal and tragedy, capped by 
the suicide of the Navy's chief officer, drew to a close Friday for 
graduating U.S. Naval Academy midshipmen, who were reminded 
by the notion’s top military official that they must withstand the 
harsh light of public scrutiny. 

“Don’t fall into the trap of becoming defensive, or circling the 
wagons against imaginary enemies outside," Army Gen. John M. 
Shalikashvili, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, told the 918 
graduates. 

There was the usual fanfare — the flyover by the Blue Angels, a 
salute of 19 cannon blasts, the hat toss and cheers. 

But haunting the commissioning ceremonv was the suicide of 
their leader. Chief of Naval Operations Adm. Jeremy “Mike" Boor 
da, who shot himself amid questions about whether he had earned 
the right to wear certain combafbedals. 

Navy Secretary John Dalton also recalled the admiral, telling the 
midshipmen that Boorda “started each day concerned about you."

Sheila Fruhm, a Kansas farm wife and 
school board member who went on to become the first woman ma- 
jority leader of the state Senate, was appointed to Bob Dole’s Sen- 
ate seat Friday.

Republican to serve until the seat is filled in the November election. 

Although he said about 100 other candidates either called him or 
were suggested for the appointment. Graves said he chose his lieu- 
tenant governor simply because, "I know Sheila Krahm better than 1 
know anyone in public service in Kansas."

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Clinton urges race consideration 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Clinton administration is urging 
the Supreme Court to let the 
University of Texas law school con- 
sider applicants' race in a key test 
of the future of affirmative action 
in higher education. 

A lower court ruling that barred 
such use of race, if allowed to 
stand, would be a serious blow to 
efforts to wipe out the effects of 
past racial segregation, administra- 
tion lawyers said Friday. 

A landmark 1978 Supreme 
Court ruling let universities consid- 
er race among many factors in 
deciding which students to accept. 
But a federal appeals court ruled 
that the Texas law school could not 
take applicants' race into account 
in its effort to ensure student 


diversity. 

The justices could decide by 
earl y July wheth er they will 
review the tha t ruling. 

The Texas law school has a 
“compelling educational interest 
in maintaining a racially diverse 
student body," administration 
lawyers said in a friend-of-the 
court brief. 

“The practical effect of the court 
of appeals’ holding will be to 
return the most prestigious institu- 
tions within state university sys- 
tems to their former 'white*' sta- 
tus," and therefore prolong the 
effects of past segregation. 
Solicitor General Drew S. Days 111 
wrote. 

It is an “undisputed matter of 
public record" that blacks and 


Mexican-Americans were unlaw- 
fully segregated in Texas public 
schools as. recently as the 1980s, 
Days said. 

The Texas case calls into ques- 
tion the Supreme Court’s 1978 rul- 
ing in the case of Allan Bakke, a 
white man denied admission to 
medical school at the University of 
California, Davis. 

The high court’s 5-4 decision in 
that case said the university could 
not have separate admission sys- 
tems for whiles and minorities, but 
could use race as one of many fac- 
tors in deciding which students to 
accept. 

The Texas law school's 1992 
admission plan was challenged in 
court by four white applicants .who 
had been denied admission. 


Blaze 
blackens 
high-rise 

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) — A 
fire sent thick smoke billowing 
through a lS-story apartment build- 
ing early Friday, killing two peo- 
ple, including a man who fell nine 
stories to his death. 

Fourteen people, including two 
firefighters, were taken from the 
building on Biscaync Bay to hospi- 
tals, police said. Sixty-eight others 
were' treated at the scene for 
smoke inhalation. 

Witnesses said alarms ;»t the 
South Beach apartment tower 
sounded about 6:30 a.m., sending 
residents into the streets. 

“I heard some screaming. One 
boy was screaming ’Please, please, 
help my father!"' said Emma Deza. 
who lives in a building nearby. 

Paola Ried, who lives on the 11th 
floor, said she ran down the fire 
escape after the alarm sounded. 

Looking up, she saw a man clinging 
to a window on the 10th floor, 
apparently trying to pull himself 
across to a balcony about 12 feet 
away. 

“He was, like, climbing out. He • 
was trying to get over and there 
was nowhere to grab," she said. 

Heavy smoke was coming from the 
window. 

Another witness, who wouldn’t 
give her name, said she saw the 
man fall. 

“It was just a horrible experi- 
ence — seeing two people hanging 
and right in front of your eyes 
someone falls to his death," she 
said. 

The man landed on a ledge 
above the ground floor and died 
there.

The 
appeals court also went further — it 
rejected the Bakke holding that race 
can be a factor in efforts to create a 
diverse student body. 

Days wrote that if the 5th Circuit 
court's ruling is allowed to stand, it 
could eliminate all affirmative- 
action admissions programs in 
higher education within the cir- 
cuit. The 5th Circuit includes 
Texas, Louisiana and Mississippi. 

Bad teachers 
won’t get 
automatic help 

SEATTLE — Ineffective teach- 
ers won’t automatically get union 
help to avoid being fired under a 
new policy approved by the - 
Washington Education Associa- 
tion, the statewide teachers asso- 
ciation. 

Under the policy, adopted this 
month by the Representative 
Assembly of the 62.000-member 
association, local teachers unions, 
with WEA help, will establish cri- 
teria for when they’ll defend 
teachers in dismissal hearings — 
and when they'won*!. 

One reason for the change, 
according to a report from the 
committee that proposed it. was 
recognition that in the union 
“there exists a culture of routine 
representation of members with- 
out consideration of the conse- 
quences of advocacy on behalf of 
those who are repeatedly in trou- 
ble for the same offense." 

Surveys of teachers and inter- 
views with local union members 
led to the policy change, said 
Teresa Moore, WEA assistant 
executive director. 

“I think that they see the 
response of the public when the 
ne\vs media carry articles about 
teachers who are having difficulty." 
she said. 

The union won’t stop represent- 
ing members whose due process or 
contractual rights have been violat- 
ed. said Bruce Colwell, president of 
. the Seattle Education Association 
(SEA) and a member of the com- 
mittee that developed the new poli- 
cy. It’s the teacher who’s not doing 
nell even after repeated warnings 
about poor performance that’s the 
target of the new policy, he said. 

Ricardo Cruz, h uman - resources 
director for the Seattle public 
schools, applauded the shift. Bui 
while he welcomed the WEA’s new 
policy, Cruz said the union should be 
even bolder, helping to reduce the 
number of procedural obstacles to 
dismissing teachers. 


Senate to vote 
on amendment 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Eager to 
score a political point against 
President Clinton before leaving 
office. Senate Mnjoriry Leader Bob 
Dole said Friday he would bring the 
balanced budget constitutional 
amendment to the Senate floor in 
early June. 

Dole, R-Kan., his party’s all-but- 
certain presidential nominee, 
acknowledged the proposal would 
probably be defeated by a narrow 
margin, as it was in January 1995. 

“I haw no illusions about the out- 
come," he said. 

But the amendment, supported 
by four-fifths of Americans, has 
been opposed by Clinton and most 
Democrats, and Republicans see 
forcing another vote as a fresh .

Justice Department 
probes snack food sales

WASHINGTON (AP) — Justice 
Department watchdogs are sniff- 
ing around the potato chip and 
cheese puff aisle of ydur grocery 
store. 

The agency’s antitrust division 
. has opened an investigation of the 
salty snack food industry and is 
asking if Frito-Lay Inc. is gaining 
an unfair advantage by gobbling 
up shelf space in grocery stores 

Bill Brooks, a Justice spokesman, 
declined to name specific targets 
Friday but confirmed that antitrust 
investigators are “looking into the 
possibility of anti-competitive prac- 
tices in the snack food industry." 

The Justice review is in a very 
early stage, but several industry 
officials have been answering 
questions about the highly compet- 
itive business of obtaining optimal 
placement on store shelves for 
snacks roost cardiologists and dieti- 
tians would have people avoid. 

Nicholas lammartino, vice presi- 


dent of public affairs at Borden 
Inc., a Frito-Lay competitor, said 
Justice investigators have contact- 
ed his firm about Frito-Lay. 

“They raised some questions 
about the Frito-Lay acquisition of 
former Eagle Snack plants and 
more general practices in the 
industry,” lammartino said.

PARIS — Seven .French monks 
kidnapped two months ago front a 
monastery in Algeria were behead- 
ed this week by Islamic militants in 
the worst massacre of foreigners 
there since 1993, French officials 
said Friday.. 

The announcement sent waves of 
shock and anger through France; 
where Muslims, Catholics and Jews 
had conducted dozens of prayer 
vigils and appealed to the guerril- 


las to spa)-e the captives, who 
runged'in age from 59 to 82. 

The slayings which' brought to 
39 the number of Fre'di'h citizens 
killed in Algeria since civil, war 
broke out in 1992, is likely to stiff- 
en the French government's resis- 
tance to negotiating with Algerian 
terrorists and strengthen its 
resolve to crack down on Islamic 
fundamentalism within its own bor- 
ders. 

But it also was a setback for 
Algerian President Liamine 


Zeroual, who since his election last 
fall has tried to combat attacks by 
Islamic militants and restore order 
in the north African country, a for- 
mer French colony. — 
"Those who kidnapped these 
men and then, in cold blood, 
decided to finish them off bear a 
horrifying responsibility,” said 
Hervc de Charette, the French 
foreign minister. “Never will 
these crimes be erased from our 
memory. And the memory of 
France is long.”

the City of Rocks National Reserve. 

News of the appropnation came as a 
surprise to City of Rocks Su|x.-rtm undent 
Ned Jackson. “We always thought it was 
coming, but we never knew wlfen." he 
said Friday. 

Roughly two-thirds of visitors to the 
City of Rocks are climbers, so purdiasing 
a pair of popular - but privately owned - 
rock formations is a top priority. Jackson 
said.' 

The formations, known as The Dolphin 
and Elephant Rock, “are by far the most 
popular ones on private lifhd," Jackson 
said. The Dolphin is entirely private., 
while about half of Elephant Rock is 
publicly owned. 

Jackson said he’ll approach owners of 
the two rock formations and ask their 1 
permission to get the land appraised. 

“We’ll tell thpm we’re interested in the 
property and then tell them what we can 
give for it,” Jackson said. So far. “neither 
landowner has indicated any willingness 
to sell." 

Elsewhere in the City of Rocks, the 
owners of a pair of historically significant 
v. parcels are ready to sell, Jackson said. ' 

One of the parcels is about 20 acres

... PRESTON (AP) — People 
responding to a federal survey 
want the site of the Bear River 
Massacre under the protection of 
the National Park Service. 

_ Included are members of the 
Shoshoni Indian Tribe. More than 
400 Shoshoni, including women 
and children, were killed by U.S. 
soldiers while camped along the 
Bear River northwest of Preston 
in January of 1863. 

“It is time for the Bear River 
massacre site to be nationally rec- 
ognized as one of the most brutal- 
izing attacks against native peo- 
ples. We ... want to honor our 
ancestors for the atrocities which 
they endured. Such honor would 
be established in the protection of 
the massacre site through federal 
acquisition within the National 
.Park System.” said a letter signed 
by 27 Shoshoni. 

The Park Service has published 
a summary of comments it 
— received;on-144-acres-uround-the— 
massacre site. Of the 45 respon- 
dents. 26 said they wanted the site 
managed by the National Park 
Service. Other options — includ- 
ing state management, county 
management and doing nothing 
— had less support. 

A few private landown'ers said 
they wanted their property left 
alone. 

“This is our home. We don't 
want to be forced to leave here or 
have the life we live changed. 
One-hundred and thirtyithree 
years ago, the Indians living here 
were massacred because people 
wanted their land. Two wrongs do 
not make a right." read a letter 
from landowners Keith and Karhv 
Griffin. 

Catherine Spude, Park Service 
project leader, said among 
options unuer consideration is 
making it a historic site, which 
means the government would buv 
all the land. 

She said any memorial should 
include a version of the storv 
more sympathetic to Indians. 

“We believe their side has been 
left out. ... It’s a complicated story 
and needs more than a couple of 
wayside panels to tell it.” Spude 
said. 

A final report should be ready 
next month and go to Congress 
next year.

HANSEN - Hansen High 
School students ended the 
school year by taking a walk 
back in time, back to where 
their community liegan.

a lot of good.” said Heidi 
Gibson, who graduated from 
Hansen just this week. “I get 
tired of sitting behind a.jlesk 
and listening to a teacher. It’s 
nice to get out and 3n.stime- 
thing, to see it firsthand. You 
can 'see' it in books, but it's 
more fun to raft than to read 
alxiut it.”' i

“Now that we have the dollars 
available, we can approach these 
landowners - if not for an outright 
sale, then for an easement for an 
interpretive trail," Jackson said.

Lawmaker meets with Freemen; generators tested

JORDAN, Mont. ( AP) — A Montana legisla- 
tor met for about.an hour Friday with ami-gov- 
ernment Freemen, as workers tested generators 
that will be used to proride power to neighbors 
if the FBI cuts off power to the Freemen ranch. 

The return of Rep. Karl Ohs raised hojues that 
a negotiated end to the Freemen-FBl standoff 
have not been abandoned. But Ohs offered little 
encouragement, saying after the session that he 
was returning home and had no furthel - visits 
scheduled. 

Ohs, wearing a yellow slicker and cowboy hat, 
rode a horse about a half mile over muddy 
roads to the Freemen compound. He entered 
the Freemen compound in a cold drizzle about 2 


p m„ and emerged about an hour later. 

He described his talks with the Freemen as. 
“frank and cordial." but wouldn't discuss 
specifics. 

“These talks are sensitive and it really serves 
no purpose to discuss in detail" what was said. 
Ohs explained. 

Asked about his forecast for the outcome. Ohs 
replied: "I’m always hopeful." But he said he 
doesn’t know if or when he might return. 

" Ohs is one of seven mediators who have tned 
to negotiate an end to the standoff since it 
began 61 days ago. *

To get things moving the league 
will suggest a list of candidate 
streams and rivers worthy of pro- 
tection as outstanding resource 
waters.

The EPA is obligated. to review 
state water quality standards every 
three years, Lucas said, but the

“It's a shame that a citizens’ 
group has to step in to get EPA and 
the state to do their jnhs, " Linn 
arid. “This lawsuit is intended to 
get. an answer to a very simple 
question: ‘How are you going to' 
protect waters that are in good 
shape?”* 

With the question unanswered, a 
wide variety, of fish — irv-tnHinp cut* 
throat and bull trout — are slowly 
disappearing from dozens of rivers. 


Medberry said. Spawning habitat 
for steelhead and salmon also has 
been degraded and white sturgeon 
are in trouble in the Kootenai 
River, he added. 

If more effective anti-degrada- 
tion rules aren’t forthcoming, the 
conservation league may seek an 
injunction to halt deteriorating 
water quality in some of Idaho’s 
waterways.

Each is enough to cover an acre with one foot of water. 

With water releases cut back from Cascade and Deadwood reser- 
voirs because of the high flows downstream at Horseshoe Bend in 
the neighborhood of 14.000 cfs. Cascade did a lot of filling.

Zone closed £o,black bear hunting 

OLYMPIA, Wash. — The state will dose the North Cascades griz- 
zly bear recovery zone to black bear hunting with bait and hounds 
for the 19% season. 

The move is in response to a federal judge’s ruling in March in a 
lawsuit filed by the Northwest Ecosystem Alliance, the 
Mountaineers and the Sierra Club. 

U.S. District Judge John Coughenour agreed with the plaintiffs 
that hunting with bait and hounds for black bears in the recovery 
zone is a violation of the Endangered Species Act. 

Such hunting could lead to accidental killings of grizzlies, and 1 
thus constitutes a ‘take” of a threatened species, the plaintiffs said. 

The state Fish and Wildlife Commission on Thursday said it will 
drop an appeal of Coughenour's ruling. 

"This is a difficult decision on a very complex issue,” Commission 
Chairman Mitch Johnson said. 

“Despite intense public support to appeal to the 9th Circuit 
Court, the commission voted to heed updated legal advice to drop 
the appeal." 

About 80 people attended a public hearing Wednesday night, 
and many urged the commission to continue the appeal. Opponents 
of the ruling contend the chance of accidentally killing a grizzly 
bear in the 10,000- square- mile recovery zone is remote. 

Biologists estimate there are between 10 and 20 grizzlies in the 
zone.

Gonzales called it “tunnel vision” as 
shock took over. 

— The trooper stopped outside a 
potato warehouse about two miles 
down the road and radioed a dis- 
patcher to tell her he had lost the 
vehicle.

“President (Miguel) Nevarez is deeply disappointed at being involved in anoth- 
er major infractions case,” said the 250- page response. “He acknowledges his re- 
sponsibility to control the university's athletics program and ensure compliance. 

In this instance, he did not succeed." 

The NCAA alleged that members, of the basketball staff, including head coach 
Mark Adams, conducted illegal off-campus basketball camps, arranged for free 
medical trcaittfent for a- player and disregarded school and NCAA instructions on 
investigative procedures.

Drivers contend Michigan event is more exiting, pure racing 


INDIANAPOLIS tAP) - Talk 
about a formula for disaster. 

The Indianapolis 500 lineup has 
more rookies than veterans, a total 
of 75 previous Indy starts atul three 
drivers who have never even raced 
an Indy-car liefore. 

With rail! washing out so much 
practice time at the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway this month, 
nobody's gotten nuutv laps on the'2 
1/2-mile oval. 

Worse, when the track has been 


open, tlie cars have not been out in 
swarms as in .past ye5rs. Drivers 
who need it most have had almost 
no e.\|K‘rience in traffic, kittling the 
dirty-air turbulence that can wrench 
a car out of control and into the wall 
in milliseconds. 

The dearth of experience in the 
lineup stems mostly from the battle 
between the new Indy Racing 
League, brain child of speedway 
president Tony George, and 
Championship Auto Raring Teams, 


whose veteran drivers are boy- 
cotting Indv to race the same day in 
the renegade L'.S. 500. 

There was a reminder last week 
for rookies and veterans alike of 
just how unforgiving Indy can be. 
Scott Bray ton. who had -won the 
pole for the second straight year 
and was the. most e\|»erienced dri- 
ver in the field, was killed in a crash 
during practice. 

But race drivers are. kisically opti- 
mists, and the general buzz this 


week is that the 80th running of the 
Indy classic will be competitive and, 
above all, safe. 

Arie Luyendyk, the only former 
Indv winner and one of the most 
experienced drivers in the field with 
1 1 previous starts, is one of those 
optimists.

The most ambitious effort to bring 
churches together, at least to the point 
where they could participate together 
without rancor, is the Consultation on 
Church Union. That organization has been 
pusliing and pulling nine denominations 
for the better pan of 30 years hoping that 
some tiny agreements could be made. 

Now at least one participating denomi- 
nation is wondering if the Holy Spirit is 
still leading them toward COCU or per- 
haps toward another kind of structure. 
Some think COCU may haw a vision that 
‘ is from a different time and not relevant to 
the pressures of today. 

The denomination that is dragging its 
heels the most, apparently, is the 
Episcopal church. The other denomina- 
tions involved in COCU: the African 
Methodist Episcopal Church, the African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion Church, the 
Disciples of Christ, the Christian 
Methodist Episcopal- Church, the 
International Council of Community 
Churches, the Presbyterian Church 
(USA), the United Church of Christ and 
the United Methodist Church, are all 
determined to keep the dialogue going 
COCU is the tally ecumenical dialogue 
that includes Afriam- American 'chi inches, 
and some dialogue participants are telling 
Episcopal officials they can't turn their 
backs on the black denominations. 

The Episcopalians want to withdraw 
from COCU and have made some move- 
ment toward that action in recent years. 
Pleading from the other denominations 
has managed to keep them in the dia- 
logues. 

But one wonders how long a denomina- 
tion can continue to participate in the 
expensive dialogues when there has been 
s very little significant movement in three 
decades. It may be jxwsiMo that the elabo- 
rate ecumenical dialogues haw become 
an obstacle to unity. Besides, when all 
denominations are suffering from the 
financial blues, every dollar spent ought to 
produce results. 

T he other concer n being voiced in e cy- ' 
meiucal circles is with the Catholic church, 
which last year produced a statement 
against the ordination of women, which 
the Vatican said was an infallible docu- 
ment. 

So after decades of talks, the hope of 
churches warmly embracing is still a long 
way off. Personally, I have never had 
much confidence the ecumenical move* 
mem would result in a clustering of 
denominations much like a large family 
that overlooks differences and past hurts. 

- And I certainly never believed that all 
Christians would someday be one denomi- 
nation. In fact, in my years in the church, 1 
haw witnessed Christians growing farther 
a pan. 

My hope has been something less spec-** 
tacular but also more effective. I beliew 
the way to achieve harmony between 
denominations is to' cooperate on the local 
level until we become so comfortable with 
one another that the doctrinal barriers 
begin to seem trivial 
If you really believe the divisions in* 
Christianity are a scandal, connect with 
another congregation and do sometlting 
good for the community. That way vou can 
show your world that the differences that 
do exist really don’t matter when it comes 
to helping people. 

Don’t wait for theologians sitting around 
a big table arguing about dogma to make 
the difference. WeVe. given that scenario 
30 years to bring the Christian church 
together. Now it’s time for the people of 
God to do the work.

TWIN FALLS - Lots of people have ^

. special solution. 

But the successes soon outweighed 
the hardships. 

Nina Hamilton, a former piano 
teacher, took children and youth cho- 
ruses to vocal competitions, where thev 
placed first twice. . 

Lloyd Hamilton saw three sisters he 
had been teaching come into the church 
and then travel to the United States on 
their own missions. 

The Hamiltons went on to serve a six — 
month mission in Georgia in 1990 and a 
three-year mission in Boise from 1990 to 
1993. 

Before leaving for Boise, the 
Hamiltons sold their home in Twin 
Falls.

When Cardinal John Krol lay dying this winter, 
Dr. Joseph Majdan had dear guidance on how to 
proceed, from the cardinal’s own words and from 
Roman Catholic teachings the two men shared. 

Majdan, at Kiel's final request, arranged for the 
85-ycar-old cardinal to leave Thomas Jefferson 
University Hospital and to return to his City 
Avenue residence. Medicine eased Krol’s pain, 
but all tubes and breathing apparatus were 
—removed. With-friends gathered at bedside- 
singing his favorite hymns, Krol died peacefully 
on Slarch 3. 

“1^ believe Cod gives life, God is the only one 
who can take away life," Majdan said yesterday. "I 
believe when the burdens of therapy far outweigh 
the benefits, then the continuation of therapy is 
fruitless. It is time for the physician to step back.” 

Majdan said he believed that the nurses dted in 
the New England Journal of Medicine study 
released this week for taking pan in euthanasia, 
as well as Dr. Jack Kevorkian, the Michigan sui- 
cide-arranging doctor, are “a disgrace to their pro- 
fession.” He said jhey violate their oath never to 
take a human life. 

By in vu king deep religious conviction, Majdan 
is in that place where worlds collide. All religions 


deal with these issues, but medical and ethical 
complexities are changing the answers. 

“Suidde may be a moral choice for a Christian 
... ” the Episcopal Diocese of. Newark, N.J.. 
resolved earlier this year. "Assisting another in 
accomplishing voluntary death under these cir- 
cumstances may be an equally moral choice.” 

The resolution, approved by the diocese's task 
force on assisted suitide, induded qualifier the 
condition should be terminal, the pain persistent, 
the decision “truly informed and voluntary." 

— Stilk it stirred controversy in other Episcopal 
dioceses and criticism from other religions. 

Episcopal Bishop John S. Spnng of Newark 
honed in on the issue in congressional testimony 
April 29: 

“The concept of assisted suidde is a peculiarly 
modem topic. It is before us today because of 
human ingenuity ... But this very success has cre- 
ated for us the dilemma. It is the skill of medic.il 
sdence that has enabled us to cross that mysteri- 
ous boundary that separates the prolonging of life 
and good health from the ability simply to post- 
pone death." 

A more typical dew — with all its complexities 
— was expressed by Rabbi Sandra Rosenthal 
Berliner, director of the hospice program of the 
Greater Philadelphia Board of Rabbis. 


“The Jewish dewpoint is that we don’t hasten 
death nor do we prolong suffering.” she said. “So 
you have these two diametrically opposed atti- 
tudes toward the end of life. We have lots of 
precedent in not continuing the suffering.. 
Everything short of euthanasia.” 

Berliner said as-she and other rabbis counsel 
dying Jewish patients in hospices and homes for 
the elderly, "each indiridual case makes it a very 
tough catL" 

•Majdan was the physician in Krol’s later years, 
when, wheelchair-bound, he suffered diabetes and ■ 
other ailments. He told of many discussions in' 
which Krol insisted on no extraordinary steps to 
prolonglife. ^

Factory orders drop in April 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Factory 
orders for big-ticket durable goods 
dropped 1,9 percent in 'April, the 
fifth decline in seven months. 

The decline was led by plunging 
aircraft orders, which often are 
volatile, but many other compo- 
nents were down as well, including 
orders for communications equip- 
ment, the Commerce Department 
said Friday. “It looks to me like 
another mediocre report," said 
Evelina Tainer, an economist with 
Indosucz Carr Futures Inc. in 
Chicago. “It doesn’t suggest a lot 
-of strengilHrv the manufacturing- 
sector." 

Orders are considered a key 
gauge of the nation’s manufactur- 
ing sector, and weakness usually 
means slack production and slow- 


er job growth. In fact, the Labor 
Department has reported the man- 
ufacturing sector has lost 78,000 
jobs since February, including 
17,000 in April. 

Durable goods are items such as 
cars and computers expected to 
last more than three years. 

But while the manufacturing 
sector remains weak,' other areas 
of the economy are expanding 
moderately, including housing and 
retail sales. And while industrial 
employment has shrunk recently, 
other sectors have experienced 
-jobgrrorth: : 

Orders for durable goods totaled 
a seasonally adjusted $166 billion 
in April, down from SI 693 billion 
in March, when surging aircraft 
orders pushed billings up 2.6 per- 


cent. The 1.9 percent drop was 
much steeper than the 0.5 percent 
that many economists had predict- 
ed. 

Transportation orders fell 12.6 
percent as declining aircraft 
orders offset a rebound in cars and 
trucks after an auto workers strike 
in March. It was the third decline 
in four months. 

Excluding the transportation 
component, orders rose 1.7 per- 
cent. It was the fourth increase in 
five months and the largest since a 
2.1 percent advance last October. 

as steel shot up 7 percent after 
falling 3.7 percent a month earlier. 
Analysts said the jump was due 
largely to the resumption of auto 
production.
